The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.

Counciimen Johnson moved that since eopies eof the minutes of the last mee?
ing of the City Council have been furnished Couneil members by the City Clerk,
the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be approved.
VUpon belng dnly seconded by Councilman Long, the motlon was unanimously adepted
by the Council, and the minutes so approved.

Visiting Officials from Germany were weleomed; also a Tth Grade Civies
Class of Mrs. Heinz was greeted and wolcomed.

Digeusnion of granting a franchise for placlng benches at bus stops was
held. Coumeilman MacCorkle was nrot too much in faver of advertising in this mand
ner, but asked that the ordinance bde writtem to provide if a property cwner
became disgatisfied with one of the benches placed or his property, or if a new
owner did not want the benches located on his property, that they could request
the bemches %o be removed and the Company would have to wove them. Councilman
Johnson stated if thie franchise were granted, it would set a yrecedent for
sdvertising requests. Councilman ¥hite oppesed advertising in this manner,
Councilman Leng end Mayor Prake thought the benches would be of benefit te those
riding bugsed.
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Mayor Drake introduced the following ordinsmce:

The ordinance was read the first time, ard Councilman Long moved that
the rule be suspended and the ordinance mesed to its second resding. The metioﬁ
died for the lack of a second.

MRS. CHAS. F. MITCHELL, lLeague of Women's Veters, offered the Leaguels
Voters! Service in the coming election, to explair the amendments to the veople,
and sdded that s0 meny citizens were interested that they advocated an elected
Charter Cormiesion,

MR, ¥s L. BRADFIELD asked the Council to amthorize a utility contract for
the Colerade Foothills Section 3, as it was definitely coming into the City
1imits in the present annexation progrem, end he did ot want any delay in the
water eontract., The City Manager stated he would not be delayed at all, MR,
BRADFIELD asked thet the Committee of residents in the Water Plant Community who
were going to work with the Engineering Department and the Architects in the |
design er im keeping the mppearance of the Water Plamt in line with the eommunity,
be permitted to see the plans before & workinmg eontract is entered into. The
City Manager stated the plens were mot yet complete; and when they were cempleted,
the complitee could see them. MR, BRADFINLD had the third request, and that was
e report op his request of a joimt report of the Traffic Department and the Clty
Plan regerding the troffic and safety measures im the neighborhood of Wilshire
Boulevard and Nast Avenue, The City Mansger reported that the study was not
completed, as the Flanning Engineer had been out of the City.

Tn discuseion of the Water Plant, Councilman MacCorkle inguired about the
status of the JIM HOLLOWAY property, which was mnder contract for purchase, The
City Attorney veplied that Mr, Holloway's Attorney had indicated the matter would
be concluded by the end of the week. As to the Rosenquest property, the Legal
Department stated the file on this had not been referred to them,

Couneilmen MacCorkle inquired abomt the memner in which Architecte were
selected for plenning city buildings. The City Manoger stated the Couneil ap~
proved the architects, and the recent architects spproved were CARL STAUTZ, A.
Y. HARRIS, EDWIN C. EREISLE, individuelly responsible for three fire stations;
that she only group of srchitects was the group apmroved on the Eospital. In
answer te ingniries sbout the hospital, the City Manreger reported a meeting
was scheduled Mondsy, October 22, 1951, with the U.S.Public Health Service for
its epproval of the hospital plems; eand then the frchitects would procesed with

the detail final pleme. He thought the Service Building of the Hospitel might
then be stsrted within 30 dr 40 deys, snd the plans for the hospitsl might take
about 90 days. He thought the awarding of the comtract should be in the early

vart of 1952, but the actual construction wonld depend on the availability of stﬂel.

COUNCILMAN MacCORKLE inguired about the progress of the plans for the
Pelice and Courts dbuilding. The City Marager stated this was under way, but
they were werking on some means for parking, which was most important, snd yet
working in the perking in the building with the money that 1s involved.

COUNCILMAN LONG inquired about the list of charter amendmente. The City
Attorney hsd complled e list of 211l suggestlions received, and had it about ready
to distribute to the Council members. The Council decided to meet Tuesday,
Cotober 30th at 8:00 P.M,, to discuss these amendments.

The ity Menager reported a conference with the Business Manager of the Aus
tin Public Schools, snd the Superintendent, in regard to postponing the bond
gale wntil after the first of the yeer, as it would asccomplish a savings, and
that a better prospectus could Ye prepared. He explained the position of the
Scheooll¥s finances in that they could operate until January 1, 1952; and if every
thing works ont as scheduled the deficit in Februery and March would be such
that 3t could be handled by short loan freom the banks. He stated the bond sale
could be pestponed until in Februery, and at that time, the City would have the
benefit of inereaged valuations ag of January lst; newly annexed property that
will be on the rolls and taxee available in 1953, and all of that will be dbene-
ficial to the credit rating.

WHEREAS, M. Z. Collins is the Contractor for the erection of a building
located at 1300 Guedalupe Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
Btreet space abutting the southeast 82x116!' of Lots 3 and 4, Bloeck 156, in
the Original City of Austin, Travls County, Texas, during the erection of the -
building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE 17 RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF:THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted $o said
M. Z. Collins, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described
preoperty; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of Guadalupe Street to a point 12 feet east
of the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction and
parallel with the centerline of Guadalupe Street approximately
82 feet to a point; thence in a westerly direction and at right
angles with the centerline of Guadalupe Street to the south-
east corner of the above described property; thence in &
southerly direction and at right angles to the centerliine of
West 13th Street to:a point 12 feet south of the north curb
line; thence in a westerly directlon and parallel with the
centerline of West 13th Street approximately 116 feet to0 a
point; thence in a northerly dlrection and at right angles te
the centerline of Guadalupe Strset to the southwest corner
of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said M. Z. Collins, hereinafter termed “Contractoer®, upon the following express
terms and counditions:

{19+ That the Contractor shall consirzct a 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such welkway to be
protected on each gide by a guard rail at least four feet high and substan-
tially braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any
kind along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion
of the City officlals it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board
floor within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building
Inspector immediately place such a wood fleor and substantially support same
to prevent sagging under loagd.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which . shall be kept closed at all times when not in use
and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person
at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This
gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

- {3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.
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(#). fThat YNO PARKING' gigns shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades. '

(5}« That the Contractor 1s permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space, provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

{6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the constructien of such barricades.

{7). That provisions shall bae made for the mormsl flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor wlll be regponsible for any damage
done due to obstructlon of any such storm water, .

(8}). That the Contrsctor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights -duming all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for sll tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor ghall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructlons on the sidewalk and street immediatély after
the necessity for thelr existence on sald sidewalk or street has csased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, apd in any event all such sidewslk,
barricsdes, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than May 1, 1952. '

{10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
21l the privileges herein granted or teo require the erection or 1nsta11ation
of additional barriers or ﬁafeguards if the conditions demand its.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public ntillisty, er public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completien
of the construction work for sald building projects whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Coantractoris expense.

{(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Two Thosand Dollars ($2,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmlegs the City of Austin from any claims or damages
to any person or property that may accrue %o or be brought by any persom by
reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of 2ll sidewslks,
pavement and &1l other public property and public utilities distrubed or re-
moved during the construction work and shall further guarantee the construc-
tion of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space,

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Digeussion was held on regulating traffic on Bast Avenue at this time.

The matter of smending the Solicitation Ordinance was brought before the
Council, It was suggested that the Better Business Bureau have a rerresentstive
before the Council at 1ts next m eting, Thursday, October 25, 1951, to point out
what they md in mind as a recommendation.

-Piscussion wee held on the matter of payimg a bonus to employees in De-
cember, and whether or not it was included in the Budget. The City Manager ex-
plaired 1t was not included in the Budget as a bonus payment, Any bonus paymeny
made would come from the unappropristed balance. Councilman MacCorkle made in-
quiry sbout employees listed at certain salaries in the buiget, but not receivi
the amount listed. The City Mancger stated that generally if a plee was vacated
it wag not filled at the top budgeted salsry; but for the rest of the employees,
the Job evaluation took care of them, retrosctive to January 1st. There follewe
a digeusgien of the Budget. Councilmen Long stated the Council voted that the C:
Manager would be responsible for the full smount set out, over her protest, and
he wae anthorized to edjwet the dbudget. Councilmen MacCorkle stated if there
were any momey, why not raise salarles, The Policemen and Firemen have to furni?h
certain equipment and their owr clothing, and Councilmen MacCorkle thought the
City should leok into that metter, and make extira compensation. He thought any
extre meney available should go to make better salaries end working conditions,
rather then peyirg out a bonus, He suggesfed that the City Menager instruct the
perfonnel department to make some studles alengthe line of where this $40,000
could be used on personnel most effectively. Councilman White moved that the
City Mangger be instructed to include in his buiget for 1952 money for a $10.00
per month lncresse for all city employees, the $36,000 aveilpble to be a part of
the neceseary amount to be raised. Later, after more discussion, Councilamsn ¥nite
withdrew his motion. He stated he noted that 850% of the employees were drawiag
$200.00 or less. Councilmen Long thought that was where the money should go.
The Mayor and Counciimen MacCorkle wanted to keep the evaluation program in mind
all the time, The Of%y Manager stated work had begun on the selary schedule for
1952, and that it was hoped to bring everybody up to Step 1; then go ahead with
the program of going from Step 1 to Step 2 and 80 on; ani he Yelleved this womld
sccomplish what Councilman ¥pite suggested. He stated this study, showing the
jobs, and the steps, sud the recommendation would Be ready to submit sboub De~
cember 1, Councilmen Long inquired about the 75¢ minimum wage. The City Manage:
stated that amount was belng used as a minimum, and the study ise being predicateqd
on that.
